that negroes who are possessed 
of some degree of Indian blood 
and who have hitherto been borne 
upon the treed men rolls of the 
Nation may be transferred to the 
roll* of citizenship by blood, with 
all the rights, privileges and im­ 
munities of such citizens.

RARE O R C H ID ACAIN FOUND 


Plant Long-Sought. H as Bosn R edis­ 
covered on Rece.it. Thibet 
Expedition. 


An orchid which tor 50 years has 
ba mod all the attempts of oolite tora 
lo tind its native haunts has beeti re­ 
discovered. 
This orchid is the cypri- 
podium Fairieanum, which la one or a 
random collection made in Assam in 
1857, sent to London in tbs same year 
and bought by a Mr. Faint*, jf Laver 
pool, rn whose possession it bloomed 
and was daily hailed and described la 
orchid literature as one of the most 
beautiful orchids hitherto known. Sev­ 
eral other plains of the same orchid 
came with It, and the species was ai 
once 
named 
Fairleauum, after 
Mr. 
Fairie. 
From the day of its drat discovery, 
in spite of scores of expeditions and 
a 
ingle plant was 
found 
until 
some 
member of the Thibet expedition, a 
few months ago. discovered a whole 
bunch of the plains. 
He sent mein 
along to Calcutta, whence two were 
dispatched 
to Kew, and

m eat in the jar also preserve it from 
digestion iii the stomach.

cookies, their food value does not equal 
the demand m ade upon the system for 
their proper digestion.

he on the table. 
For dessert, fruit 
either fresh or stew ed. 
This menu 
provides un ample meal fully sa tisfy ­ 
ing to a normal appetite. 
It is the 
pampered diseased appetite that calls 
for pies and rich food. 
The time and 
care bestowed upon the preparation of 
Mi' h articles in the average kitchen 
would, if transferred to the prepara­ 
tion of vegetables, fruits and simple 
foods, result in the improved health 
of the people of our land. 
For tea have 
w hite bread or plain or milk toast, and 
coarse bread of som e kin I, as the e x ­ 
clusive use o f w hite dour is apt 


enough. 
I think it w ould be w ell to 
m ake them, also your ow n undershirts 
and aprons, from seersucker, w hich

The Uhi lea ii G overnm ent lins voted 
several millions of dollars for the sub­ 
sidization of international steam ship 
lines iii the expectation of extended 
m ercantile relations with foreign coun­ 
tries, and an extension of the Chilean 
coasting trade is also contem plated.

—The attorneys for the Chootaw 
and Chickasaw Nations are being 
aerved with hundreds of petitions 
everV day under the rules of the 
Dawet) Commission issued under 
the recent opinions of the Assis- 
tant Attorney General in the 
West, Martin and Joe and Dillard 
Perry cases. The West case is 
one in which the secretary seeks 
to review the decisions of the cit- 
izenship court. 
In the Martin 


case it is held that the children of 
white intermarried parents are 
identified to enrollment, and the 
Perry case is the one in which the 
Secretary of the Interior holds 
that negroes who are possessed 
of some degree of Indian blood 
and who have hitherto been borne 
upon the treed men rolls of the 
Nation may be transferred to the 
rolls of citizenship by blood, with 
all the rights, privileges and im- 
munities of such citizens. Over 
eight hundred petitions heave 
been received within the past few 
days, imolvuig the applications 
of about 2,50n persons. Since 


the rules were formulated, on 
Jan. 2 last, over 1,500 petitions 
have been filed, embracing the 
right* of approximately 
6,000 


persons.

An orchid whluU. for' 50 years baa 


baffled nil the attempts of collectors 
to fluU Its nativo toauBto baa been re*, 
discovered. Thla orchid la the cyprl- 
Ijedluna Falrteanum,. which Is one of a 
random collection made in Asaain in 
1857, sent to London la the aame year 
and bought by a Mr. Falrle, of Liver- 
pool, In whose possession It bloomed 
and was dally hailed and described lu 
orchid literature aa one of the moat 
beautiful orchids hitherto known. Sev- 
eral other plants of the same orchid 
came with It, and the species waa at 
once named 
Fairieauum, afUr Mr.

Ills. Fruit, with a simple farinaceous 
pudding, such M rice, Indian, tapioca, 
sea-moss farlul, cup custards or cream 
of wheat may be added. These may 
be cooked in the forenoon. 
Cocoa or 


tea, also crn'ckera-and cheese, may be 
added to this simple, refreshing meal.'

—The attorneys for the Chootaw 
and Chickasaw Nations are being 
aerved with hundreds of petitions 
every day under the rules of the 
Dawet) Commission issued under 
the recent opinions of the Assis- 
tant Attorney General in the 
West, Martin and Joe and Dillard 
Perry cases. The West case is 
one in which the secretary seeks 
to review the decisions of the cit- 
izenship court. 
In the Martin 


case it is held that the children of 
white intermarried parents are 
identified to enrollment, and the 
Perry case is the one in which the 
Secretary of the Interior holds 
that negroes who are possessed 
of some degree of Indian blood 
and who have hitherto been borne 
upon the freed men rolls of the 
Nation may be transferred to the 
rolls of citizenship by blood, with 
all the rights, privileges and im- 
munities of such citizens. Over 
eight hundred petitions heave 
been received within the past few 
days, involving the applications 
of about 2,50n persons. Since 


the rules were formulated, on 
Jan. 2 last, over 1,500 petitions 
have been filed, embracing the 
rights of approximately 
6,000 


persons.

Want Long-Sought Ha» Bwa A«dl»* 


covered >on B*c«at Thtbtt 


Expedition. 


An orchid whluU. for' 50 years baa 


baffled all the attempts of collectors 
10 find UB native haunt* baa been re* 
discovered. Thla orchid la the cyprl- 
Ijedlum Falrteanum,. which Is one of a 
random collection made in Assam In 
1857, sent to bondon la the same year 
and bought by a Mr. Falrle, of Liver- 
pool, in whose possession It bloomed 
and was dally hailed and described la 
orchid literature aa one of the moat 
beautiful orchids hitherto known. Sev- 
eral other plants of the aaote orchid 
came with It, and the apeciea was at 
once named 
Fairieauum, atUr Mr. 


Fairie. 


From the day of Its first discovery, 


in spite of scores of expeditions and 
perilous Journeys by collector*, not a 
single plant was 
found 
until 
some 


.member of the Thibet expedition, a 
few months ago. discovered a whole 
bunch of the plants. 
He sent ttxem 


along to Calcutta, whence two were 
dispatched 
to Kew, and others are 


gradually coming through to England. 


"Probably 
another 50 years 
will 


elapse ere more Fairieanutu are found." 
said a British specialist, "for no pri- 
vate collecting expedition la likely to 
venture Into such a country. My own 
belief Is that unless anoUiar military 
expedition traverses tht> same ground 
there will never again bo a chance of 
getting plants."

Tho time and 
c.tre bestowed upon the preparation of 
cnch articles Iu the average kitchen 
would, If transferred to the prepara- 
tion of vegetables, fruits and simple 
foods, result in the improved health 
of (he people of our land. For ten have 
' v/hite bryad or plain or milk toast, nnd 
, coin-He bread of some klnl, ns the ex- 
' c'.ugive u»i> of white flour U apt to i 


produce constipation with Its attendant 
Ills. Fruit, -with a simple farinaceous 
pudding, such as rice, Indian, tapioca, 
sea-moss fiirlul, cup custards or cream 
ot wheat may be added. These may 
be cooked iu the forenoon. 
Cocoa or 


tea, also crn'ckers and cheese, may be 
added to this simple, refreshing meal."

Itnllvmr Tickets From a Slot Machine. 
An interesting application of the slot 


principle has been made in England, 
where the Lancashire and Yorkshire 
Railway has introduced an automatic 
ticket machine at a point where a large 
number of tickets for a* neighboring 
station are sold. Tbo machine Is of 
simple const ruction, and when the coin 
is dropped into the slot and a handle 
pulled the ticket is dropped into an 
open receptacle. If the machines prove 
successful In operation it Is proposed 
to instal a large number at suburban 
stations, not only with the purpose of 
relieving the ticket office, especially 
during rush hours, but to enable pas- 
sengers to purchase their tickets more 
speedily without waiting In n line at 
the window. 
It has been suggested 


that a number of these machines could 
bo employed at rapid transit or sub- 
way stations in this country with ad- 
vantage.

siders that the automatic ticket ma- 
chine will servo to Increase suburban 
traffic, and enable it to moet electric 
competition on better terms.—Harper's 
Weekly.
